The Report for 1947 included reference to the Council's 
efforts to obtain a piped supply of water to the farms and 
cottages in the Torkington Area, this being the only Area in 
the Urban District without such a supply. 


It is indeed pleasing to write that at the time of 
Pe this Report the work of laying the water to the 
Torkington Area is in fact proceeding. 


(iii) Sanitary Accommodation. 


The number of closets other than water closets has been 
reduced from 1 ,065 in 1926 to the present figure of 9c. The 
following Table gives the position as in 1926 and the rate of 
progress in converting these undesirable conveniences to water 
closets,

The imcrease in the number of pail closets in 1930 was 
due to the conversion of privies to pail closets. 


The increase in the number of pail closets after 1948 
was due to the inclusion of Woodford as part of the Urban 
icone, rm April 1949, 


The existing pail closets and privies are on the fringes 
of the District or where a sewer is not yet available. Now 
that the sewer is being laid down at Woodford and the extension 
of the sewer at High Lane commenced, the number of obsolete 
closets will diminish, 


With the exception of those houses provided with privies, 
all have moveable galvanised—iron dustbins for the reception 
of house refuse. 


(iv) Licensed Premises. 


All twenty Licensed Premises in the Urban District have 
been inspected during the year and improvements carried out 
where possible. 


Much of the work mentioned in the Report for 1947 as 
being in the hands of Contractors has now been completed. This 
work included the provision of additional sanitary accommodation, 
the provision of flushing apparatus to all urinals and the 
provision of more effective ventilation to the Public Rooms. 


The question of hygiene in these premises has not been 
lost sight of, for samples of water in which the glasses are 
washed and swabs of glasses after washing have been taken. The 
Managers and tenants have, without exception, shown their 
willingness to co-operate in these matters, and have accepted 
advice 1m the right spirit. 


The exhibits of obsolete and filthy beer machines in 
contrast to the easy~clean ones exhibited at the local Public 
Health Hxhibition did much to convince those responsible for 
their maintenance. 


(v) Places of Entertainnet. 


The sanitary accommodation at fifteen Public Halls, 
Cinemas, etc, has been inspected prior to the granting of 
licences by the Local Licensing Authorities. 


In certain instances, minor repairs or alterations were 
found to be required and requests were made for these to be 
given attention before the next Licensing period. It will be 
appreciated, however, that materials for the carrying out of 
improvements are most difficult to obtain, and this fact is not 
lost sight of when applications for Certificates are made. 


(vi) Smoke Abatement. 
As will be seen from the list of Inspections, 57 obser= 
“vations of chimney stacks in the District were made for the 


detection of smoke nuisances. There were three contraventions 
of the Council's Bye-Laws made under the Public Health (Smoke 
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...» Abatement) Act, 1926. In each case a personal visit 
was paid by a member of the Staff for the purpose of warning 
the occupier of the factory concerned and giving advice with 
a view to abating the nuisance caused. In no case was it 
found necessary to institute legal proceedings. 


The Covneil is a Member Authority of the Manchester and 
District Regional Smoke Abatement Committee. 


(vii) Moveable Dwellings. 


One application was received for a Licence to station 
and use a Moveable Dwelling on a site in the Urban District. 


The application was approved and a Licence granted for a 
period of twelve months, 


One application was received for a licence to use a 
plot of lad in the Urban District as a Site for a Moveable 
Dwelling, The matter was referred to the Regional Planning 
Officer, and following receipt of his Report, particularly 
with regard to unsatisfactory means of access, the applicant 
did not pursue the matter and the application was left in 
abeyance. 


During the year it was found necessary in one instance 


-to enforce the removal of a number of caravans stationed on 
an unauthorised site in the Urba District. 
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SECTION VIT — HOUSING. 
1, Housing Conditions in the Urban District. 


Much could be written of the difficulties in Housing 
Matters, but as these difficulties are common to the whole 
of the country it is of little use stressing the obvious. 


2. Provision of Working Class Houses. 


The Survey of the District carried out for the purpose 
of ascertaining overcrowding conditions under the Housing 
Act, 1935, revealed the following: -

It will be seen, therefore, that the position was not 
by any means a serious one, and that the Council were 
relieved of the necessity for building Council Houses to 
melteve Overcrowding, tor by a process of “shuffling” the 
overcrowding was dealt with. Private enterprise was well 
able to cope with the other Housing needs. 


The cessation of building operations during the War 
years has, of course, presented another problem, that of 
housing those young married couples who have through force 
of circumstances to make their homes with parents. To meet 
this need, the Council are building 128 houses, 90 of which 
have already been occupied by tenants who were selected on a 
Points System. 


The building of houses by private enterprise to meet 
the needs of the District are given in the following table, 
and present a progressive picture.

In 1939, there were nine Licensed Slaughterhouses in the 
Urban District, including one large Bacon sactory situated at 
High Lane. With the exception of this Bacon actory, which 
was taken over by the Ministry of Food, all slaughterhouses 
were closed in 1939 on the outbreak of War. 


Meat Inspection at the above Government—controlled 
Slaughterhouse is carried out by the Sanitary Inspectors, who 
ave all qualified by Certificate to undertake these duties, 
and it is worthy of note that 100% inspection of carcases was 
achieved.

(iv) Health Exhibition. 


On lst November, 1948, a Public Health Exhibition was 
opened at the Mechanics? Institute, Hazel Grove, by the 
Chena ok the Council (Councillor.J, Hs Hallworth, J.P.) 


A wide range of subjects were dealt with on the various 
Stands, including the following:— Household Hygiene, Care of 
the Teeth, Child Welfare, Housing Conditions, Vital Statistics, 
Mass Miniature Radiography Unit, Blood Transfusion Service 
Meat and “ood Inspection, Dairy Equipment, Milk Pasteurisation, 
ice Cream, Refuse Disposal and Salvage, Rodent Control, Smoke 
Abatement, Vermin Control, in addition to Trade Stands showing 
the most up-to-date Gas and Electrical Equipment for the 
Household. 


The Exhibition was open to the Public each day until 
Saturday, Gth November, and was then transferred to the 
Conservative Hall, Bramhall, where it was opened by the 
Chairman of the Health Committee (Councillor F. Swindell) and 
continued each day until Saturday, 13th November, 


Arrangements for this Exhibition entailed a great deal 
of work by members of my Department, and I must place on 
record my Sincere appreciation to each one, for all worked 
untiringly to make the Exhibition a success, 


The attendance at Hazel Grove was very pleasing indeed, 
but at Bramhall disappointing, 


The Chairman of the Health Committee, in opening the 


‘Exhibition at Bramhall, remarked, “To bring an Exhibition of 


this description to Bramhall is like taking coals to Newcastle”, 
but it was surprising to find how very few visitors had the 
renotest idea of the duties carried out by members of a Public 
Health Department of en Urban District such as ours. 


Organised parties of School Children visited the 
ixhibition and were invited to write essays. Book Tokens were 
presented by the Chairman of the Council to the writers of 
the twelve best essays. 
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SECTION XIT - REFUSE AND SALVAGE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL. 


This work is carried out by direct labour. The Council 
have at present only three mechanical vehicles which can be 
used for the collection of house refuse. Two vehicles, one 
a 7? cubic yard S.D. Freighter (20 years old) and one Morris 
Commercial 30 cwt. (14 years old) proved totally unfit for 
further service during the year and were dispensed with. The 
three remaining vehicles are of necessity in constant use 
and until another vehicle is made available very little 
servicing can be carried out to the vehicles. 


Every effort has been made to continue a weekly collection 
of house refuse and salvage, but like many other Districts we 
have been faced with mechanical breakdowns, due chiefly to 
lack of servicing, delay in obtaining delivery of replacement 
vyehicles, Sickness of workmen and difficulties in obtaining 
suitable mex for replacements. The 44—hour week, too, has 
had- its effect. 


Trade Refuse is removed by agreement with the occupiers 
of business premises, offensive trade refuse from wet fish 
shops, etc. being collected more frequently than non-offensive 
trade refuse.

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SHCTION XIT1 -_ REPORT OF ENGINEER AND SURVEYOR 


T am indebted to Mr. J. #leming Andrew, Engineer and 
Surveyor to the Council for the following Report. 


The year 1948 saw no great lessening of the restrictions 
on the building of private houses, and the main building 
activity in this District was that undertaken by the Council 
on the Bean Leach Hstate where 322 houses were completed. 


iiecrcewic am phis District, a large demand for private 
licences to build which cannot be satisfied by the meagre 
allocation we are permitted as a propertion of our Council 
Programme, An absurd position arises when adjoining Local 
Authorities have not sufficient applications to take up 
their available licences (even after public advertisement ) 
whilst we are not allowed enough licences to satisfy the needs 
of this type of prospective owner—occupier,. 


Progress with the construction of the sewers in the 
Woodford area continued during the year and the sewers in 
Moor Lane, Jenny Lane and Church Lane were completed. 


A scheme for the extension of the sewer in Buxton Road 
from Norbury Hollow Road to Middlewood Road was approved by 
the Ministry of Health during the year and work on this will 
be carried out in 1949, This will provide for water-—carriage 
drainage from over 60 premises which at present are served 
either by privy or cesspool drainage, and will complete the 
effective drainage of all but isolated premises in the Urban 
DrSariet . 


The proposals for the enlargement of the Offerton Sewage 
Purification Works are not yet complete. Mention was made in 
last year's Report of negotiations which were proceeding to 
establish terms whereby the drainage of the adjoining Urban 
District of Marple could be received and treated at these 
Works. Terms agreeable to both Councils were agreed but shortly 
efter agreement was reached, Bredbury and Romiley U.D.C. asked 
to be included in the Scheme and negotiations are in progress 
to this end and I feel sure a happy outcome of the sewage 
a problem in this part of the Goyt Valley will be the 
result, 


A factor with direst effect on Public Health Matters is 
the making up of Private Streets. During the year there was 
a resumption of this work after the hiatus of the War years, 
and Norbury Crescent has been completed. It is intended to 
continue with the work as fast as circumstances permit.
